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PREFACE. 


It  has  been  stated  that  three  brothers  by  the  name  of  Greele 
came  to  this  country  about  1640,  and  that  they  settled  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  New  England.  Careful  search  of  all  early  records 
fail  to  find  any  mention  of  but  one  Greele,  named  Andrew,  and 
whose  descendants  are  here  recorded. 

In  gathering  this  material  I  have  examined  many  county  and 
town  records,  hundreds  of  town  and  county  histories,  and  re- 
ceived over  five  thousand  letters  bearing  on  the  subject ;  and  from 
this  mass  of  material  thus  gathered,  the  following  compilation 
has  resulted. 

In  many  cases  I  have  written  several  times  to  a  party  and 
received  no  reply.  This,  and  the  fact  that  others  may  have  sent 
incorrect  data,  may  result  in  errors  and  omissions,  but  I  have 
tried  to  make  the  records  as  correct  as  possible.  My  thanks  are 
due  to  all  members  of  the  family  who  have  sent  me  the  records 
asked  for.  My  thanks  are  also  due  those  who  contributed  the 
pictures  in  the  book. 

While  these  records  deal  entirely  with  the  descendants  of 
Andrew  Greele,  of  Salsbury,  I  found  in  my  researches  that  one 
Thomas  Greely  settled  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  about  the  year 
1700,  and  died  in  1724,  leaving  four  sons  and  two  daughters; 
but  there  are  no  records  to  show  that  this  Thomas  was  any  rela- 
tion to  Andrew  or  his  descendants.  Most  of  the  descendants 
of  Thomas  settled  in  Maine,  and  I  collected  that  genealogy, 
hoping  to  connect  it  with  that  of  Andrew,  but  as  I  cannot  do  so, 
I  omit  it  from  these  records.  I  make  this  statement,  that  any 
of  that  branch  who  sent  me  records  will  understand  why  they 
are  not  included  in  this  book.

Westwood  probably  died  very  young.  Savage  makes  no  mention  of 
him  whatever,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  record  of  his  birth  in  the 
Salisbury  town  records,  there  is  no  mention  of  him  either  in  town, 
church,  or  county  records. 

Andrew  Greele,  the  emigrant  ancestor,  was  an  early  settler 
in  Salisbury,  Mass.  The  exact  date  of  his  arrival  there,  froin 
whence  he  came,  or  in  what  vessel,  is  unknown.  The  town 
of  Salsbury,  Mass.,  was  granted  in  1638,  by  the  name  of 
Merrimac,  to  be  a  plantation  unto  Simon  Bradstreet  and  others. 
The  year  following  it  was  incorporated  by  the  name  of  Col- 
chester, and  in  1640  assumed,  by  direction  of  the  General  Court, 
the  name  of  Salsbury.  The  first  time  the  name  of  Andrew 
Greele  appears  on  the  town  records  is  in  1640,  when  there 
appears  the  following  record  : — 

16-9-1640.  Granted  unto  Willi  Sargeant  six  acres  more  or  less  for 
a  planting  lot  lying  near  unto  the  mill  between  the  millers  lot  & 
Andrew  Grelies  &  so  butting  one  end  upon  the  mill  river  &  ye  other 
upon  the  north  with  the  comon. 

Andrew  settled  on  a  part  which  is  now  included  in  Sea- 
brook,  N.  H.,  and  thereupon  built  a  tide  mill  for  the  grinding 
of  corn,   on  Kane's  River,   contiguous  to  a   rock-bound    island 
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in  the  marsh,  where,  in  addition  thereto,  he  built  a  sawmill 
about  1650.  Tradition  gives  the  date  of  the  erection  of  the  saw- 
mill as  1650,  but  the  following  deed  would  seem  to  prove  that 
it  was  erected  and  in  operation  previous  to  1655  (Old  Norfolk 
Co.  Records,  Vol.  I,  page  47)  : — 

Bee  it  known  unto  all  men  by  these  presents  yt  I,  Jno.  Sanders  of  ye 
town  of  Newberry  in  ye  Co.  of  Essex  in  N.  E.,  yeoman  for  &  in  con- 
sideration of  ye  full  some  of  fower  pound  &  three  thousand  of  board 
upon  bill  vpnder  ye  hand  S:  seals  of  Andrew  Greele  of  Salsberry  in 
the  Co.  of  Norfolke,  Shoomaker  &  fower  pound  &  three  thousand  foot 
of  board  already  received  a  full  satisfaction  &  for  other  good  &  lawful 
consideracon  me  thervnto  moveing  have  bargainad  &  sold  &  do  by 
these  prsents  clearly  bargaine  &  sell  vnto  the  said  Andrew  Greely  a 
great  Lott  of  vpland  containing  y  estimacon  forty  acres  more  or  less 
lying  vnder  ye  South  side  of  Mr.  Batts  Hill,  as  also  a  meddow  Lott 
lying  in  a  cove  ate  the  hither  end  of  ye  great  meadows  incompas-e.l 
wth  ye  greet  neck  of  Mr.  Dowes  Rie  Lott  &  butting  vppon  ye  S.  W  side 
of  Mr.  Willi  Worcesters  Meadow  Lott  in  yt  &  in  yt  vppon  a  y  cell  of 
meadow  belonging  vnto  Robert  Pike,  boyht  of  me, the  said  John  Sanders. 
To  have  &  to  hold  the  sayd  Lott  of  vpland  &  the  said  Lott  of  meadow- 
lying  wth  in  the  bound  of  Salsbury  aforesaid,  vnto  ye  said  Andrew 
Greele,  his  heirs  &  assyns  forever.  In  wittness  whereof  I  have  here- 
unto Sett  my  hand  &  seale  this  fourth  of  August   1655.

This  mill  was  occupied  and  run  by  three  distinct  individuals, 
each  by  the  name  of  Andrew  Grele,  for  more  than  a  century, 
and  until  1747,  when  Andrew3  sold  and  conveyed  his  right  to 
Jonathan  Walton.  Soon  after  completion  of  the  mill,  Andrew1 
removed  to.  Haverhill,  Mass. 

About  the  year  1700  Andrew2  received  Robt.  Smith  as  a 
partner  in  the  mill  business,  and  in  1701  they  built  a  corduroy 
road,  so  called,  about  one  quarter  of  a  mile  long  from  said 
island  to  the  lower  falls  of  said  river,  on  which  they  constructed 
a  set  of  new  mills.  About  1725  Smith  sold  his  right  to  Joseph 
Dow,  who  sold  the  same  to  Samuel  Walton  Jan.  21,  172S-9. 

Andrew  :i  sold  his  right  and  share  in  said  mills,  together  with 
the  homestead  and  certain  other  real  estate  which  was  of  his 
father,  to  Jona.  Walton,  July    14,    1747,  from  which  time  the 
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name  of  Greele  disappeared  from  the  records  of  Seabrook, 
N.  H.,  for  more  than  sixty  years. 

All  of  the  children  of  the  three  successive  generations  of 
Andrew  Greeles  were  born  on  the  old  homestead,  which  con- 
sisted of  about  three  acres  of  land  and  two  sets  of  buildings 
thereon. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  town  records  of  Salsbury 
would  indicate  that  Andrew  took  an  active  part  in  the  business 
of  the  town  : — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  townsmen  ye  2S  of  ye  4th  1652  it  was  ordered  Mr.

Andrew  Greele  John  Dickerson  William  Busw-ell  shall  divide  that 
comon  meadow  which  is  given  equally  &  be  divided  to  the  townsmen 
inhabitants  according  to  the  former  grant  26-11-1651 — They  shall  have 
for  their  pay  2s.  6d.  per  day. 

1652-4-2S  Same  parties  appointed  to  divide  the  common  according 
to  their  disgression. 

1-12-1652  At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Salsbury,  Tho  Brad- 
bury Tho  Macy  John  Ilsley  Andrew  Greele&  Jono  Gyll  are  chosen  to  order 
the  planting  and  prudential  affairs  of  the  said  town  for  ye  year  ensuing 
executing  the  disposing  of  uplands  &  meadow  &  timber  &  erecting  of 
buildings. 

21-12-1652  At  a  general  meeting  of  ye  town  of  Salsbury  it  was 
ordered  that  William  Osgood  i:  Andrew  Greele  shall  have  all  the  rite 
wch  the  towne  has  in  ye  point  of  uppland  wxh  lies  between  Tho  Barnett 
&  Jno  Hoyts  meddow  att  ye  head  of  ye  towne  creek  provided  no  man 
bee  hindered  for  carting  hay  over  it.  Andrew  was  also  chosen  con- 
stable— 

23-11-1653  ordered  that  Andrew  Greele  John  Clough  &  Josiah  Cob- 
ham  wth  one  of  ye  lottlayers  shall  measure  the  beach  comon  &:  the 
other  division  &  to  lay  it  out  according  to  ye  grants  &  shall  be  paid  for 
same   2.6   per    day     Also   yt   Andrew    Greele   shall   be   added   to    Saml 

ffellows    about  ye  exchange  of  a  little  ground  wch    Richard  Currier 

planting  lott  uppon  Merrimack  River  &  to  finish  the  same.  Also  it  was 
ordered  that  Andrew  Greele  shall  be  joyned  wth  Mr.  Saml  Winsley  in 
ye  stead  of  Abraham  Morrill  to  lay  out  the  tract  of  land  towards  ye 
fferry  according  to  the  grant- 

27—12-1653  Andrew  Greele  was  chosen  constable  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing to  begin  att  Salsbury  court  next. 

14-1-1653  In  a  list  of  names  of  those  whom  the  mowing  of  ye  Beach 
comon  is  divided  with,  number  of  their  Lotts  &  quantity  of  their  pro- 
portion.    No.  36  is  Andrew   Greele  2   A.  100  R. 

29-11-1654  ordered  that  the  lott  layers  with  Mr.  Andrew  Greele  shall 
lay  out  and  bound  that  six  acres  of  land  uppon  the  eastermost  Island  by 
Merrimack  river  side  in  Mr.  Hooks  range  wch  the  town  doth  require  for 
the  use  of  ye  fishery. 
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n-12-1655  Andrew  Greele  one  of  the  planting  &  prudential  com- 
mittee. 

11-12-1656  Ordered  that  William  Buswell  &  Andrew  Greele  shall 
divide  the  neck  of  land  towards»ye  ferrie  according  to  a  towne  order  bear- 
ing date  23-12-1651.  Also  it  was  ordered  that  John  Clough  shall  be 
added  to  William  Buswell  &  Andrew  Greele  ,5:  with  the  two  have  power 
to  bound  out  ye  towns  swamp  in  ye  neck  toward  the  ferry,  that  ye  rest 
may  be  layed  out  according  to  the  above  said  order. 

11-12-165S     Andrew  Greele  on  prudential  committee 

15-10-1659  Andrew  Greele  one  of  committee  to  lay  out  500  A. — Pay- 
ment id  for  every  acre. 

6  Jan'y  1659  John  Ilsley  &  Andrew  Greele  shall  have  power  to  gather 
up  the  3  rates  made  for  the  payment  of  Mr.  Halls  farm  &  in  case  of  any 
man  refusing  to  pay  his  proportion  in  kind  according  to  covenant  unto 
the  said  John  Ilsley  &  Andrew  Greele.  Allowing  for  ye  transportion 
of  their  pay  to  Boston  or  Charlestown  &  standing  to  ye  adventure  of  the 
Sea  shall  be  freed  from  any  damage  that  may  arise  by  any  suites  upon 
the  bonds  made  to  Samul   Hale  for  ye  payment  for  ye  sd  affair.

There  were  27  inhabitants  whose  rate  was  larger,  and  47  whose 
rate  was  smaller,  than  Andrew  Greele. 

25-12-1660  Ordered  that  Andrew  Greele  &  John  Islsly  shall  have 
power  to  strayne  for  ye  forbearance  as  well  as  ye  principle  Rate  du  for 
Mr.  Halls  farm. 

17  Jany  1661  ordered  that  Andrew  Greele  &  William  Buswell  shall  with 
the  first  opportunity  measure  all  the  meadows  &  marsh  lying  &  bordering 
upon  the  Cow  comon  &  view  it  Sc  make  report  to  the  town  &  shall  have 
due  satisfaction  for  their  pains  therein 

Feb  12  1661  Andrew  Greele  shall  be  joined  with  William  Buswell  the 
lot  layer  to  lay  out  the  five  acres  of  swamp  granted  to  Mr  Tho.  Bradbury 
towards  ye  ferrie. 

24-12-1661  ordered  to  divide  the  land  between  ye  River  y  comes  from 
the  new  meadows  &  the  Mill  River  to  the  head  thereof  and  Andrew  re- 
ceived the  35th  lot  of  3  score  acres.

marsh  lving  in  the  cow  comon  i  e  the  sweepage  of  it  to  every  townsman 
his  proportion  according  to  the  stent  of  ye  cowes  in  ye  sd  comon. 
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16  Nov  1662  ordered  that  there  shall  be  about  20  acres  of  that  meadow 
which  is  commonly  called  the  elders  cove  allotted  unto  ye  perpetual  use 
of  the  ministry  for  ye  old  town  of  Salsbury  to  be  laved  out  &  propor- 
tioned for  ve  conveniency  of  ground  &  fencing  by  John  Clough,  Andrew 
Greele  &  Wm  Bus-well. 

2-11-1662  ordered  that  Capt  Bradbury  John  Severance  &  Andrew 
Greele  shall  have  power  to  buy  ye  widdow  Morrills  house  &  house  lctt  at 
ve  old  town  for  ye  use  of  the  ministry  &  to  satisfy  her  for  it  either  in  ye 
towns  land  or  otherways  as  shall  in  their  judgment  be  best  for  the  town 
out  of  the  towns  estate. 

27  Jan'y  1662  ordered  that  Andrew  Greele  shall  agree  with  some  men 
in  behalf  of  ye  town  for  ye  setting  up  the  fence  of  the  lott  bought  of 
goody  Morrill  for  the  use  of  the  ministry.  Also  it  was  ordered  that 
goodman  Osgood  &  Andrew  Greele  shall  bring  in  a  draft  of  the  land  to 
be  layed  out  to  the  townsmen  above  the  mill  betwixt  ye  River:  &  an 
estimate  of  ye  quantity  into  ye  next  meeting  of  ye  town  wch  is  to  be 
this  da3r  fortnight  by  9  oclock  in  ye  morning  &  then  ye  town  is  to  order 
how  the  lotts  shall  lie:  &  each  man  to  draw  his  lot. 

Mch  10.  1662-3  ordered  that  Wm  Buswell  &  Andrew  Greele  shall  go 
uppon  Perambulation  wth  Hampton  men  this  1st  or  2nd  mo  according  to 
law. 

22  6-1663  Andrew  Greele  :  was  chosen  :  to  ad  to  ye  prudential  men  : 
about  ye  contrey  rate  :  for  ye  towne  of  Salsbury.  29  Dec.  1663  Wm. 
Buswell,  Sam  Winsley  Edward  Gove  Andrew  Greele  Joseph  Fletcher 
shall  forthwith  lay  out  last  div.  of  lott  above  the  mill.  Also  ordered 
Andrew  Greele  shall  have  his  pportion  of  ye  500  acres  granted  by  the 
towne  att  ye  N.  E.  end  of  ye  widdow  Morrills  land  towards  ye  burnt 
bridge  :  pvided  it  be  there  to  be  had  after  ye  farmes  be  layd  out :  he 
layng  down  that  wch  was  layd  out  to  him  in  refference  to  ye  sd  500 
acres  :  toward  ye  mill. 

2-12-1663  Andrew  Greele  appointed  prudential  man  27  Dec  1664. 
Capt  Thos  Bradbury,  Cornet  John  Severance  John  Ilsley  &  Andrew  Greele 
with  those  deputed  by  the  new  town  viz  Richard  Currier  John  Hoyt  Sr 
&  John  Colby  shall  be  a  committee  to  take  an  account  of  what  has  been  ex- 
pended by  the  town  in  general  for  the  settling  of  the  ministry  since  Mr. 
Worcester's  decease  and  to  present  it  to  the  town  to  be  by  them  recorded. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  prudential  men  22  April,  1665  Andrew  Greeie, 
Capt  Robert  Pike  and  Wm  Buswell  were  chosen  to  go  upon  perambula- 
tion with  Hampton  Men  about  the  line  which  runs  from  Mr.  Batch- 
elders  marked  tree  to  Hampton  rivers  mouth  and  to  mark  out  ye  sd 
Bounds  agreed  upon  between  us. 

There  was  considerable  difficulty  regarding  the  line  of  the 
bounds  of  Hampton,  or  virtually  the  line  between  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Massachusetts,  and  committees  were  several  times  ap- 
pointed to  lay  out  the  lines,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
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records  of  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire  under  date  of  May 
27,  1652;  May  28,  1653:  Col.  Records,  Vol.  Ill,  page  379  ; 
May  14,  1656:  Col.  Records,  Vol.  IV,  page  226;  March  22, 
1656:  Col.  Records,  Vol.  Ill,  pages  10S,  109;  Oct.  23,  1657; 
Col.  Records,  Vol.  IV,  page  316. 

31  Jany.  1666.  Ordered  that  Andrew  Greele,  Wm.  Buswell  &  Wy- 
mond  Bradbury  shall  with  the  first  conveniency  view  the  meadow  the 
whole  cow  common  &  return  made  Feb  1,  1666. 

At  a  meeting  of  Selectmen  of  Salsbury  iS  Mch  166S-9,  Will  Bus- 
well  Andrew  Greele  and  John  Stevens  were  chosen  a  committee  to  meet 
with  Hampton  Men,  the  29th  of  this  present  month,  to  join  with  them 
for  the  perfecting  the  line  between  the  said  towne  running  from  Mr. 
Batchelders  marked  tree,  unto  Haverill  bounds,  and  what  they  or  any  two 
of  them  shall  conclude  about  the  said  line,  we  do  hereby  on  the  behalf  of 
the  said  town  of  Salsbury  ratify  &  confirm.  10  Apr.  1669  Capt  Pike  and 
Andrew  Greele  were  chosen  on  behalf  of  the  town  to  answer  to  a  suit 
commenced  against  the  said  town  by  Edward  Gove  or  otherwise  to  com- 
pound &  agree  with  ye  sd  Gove  concerning  ye  sd  action. 

17-10-166S-9  Andrew  Greele  allowed  7  days  work  as  lot  layer  at  one 
shilling  per  day. 

At  a  general  meeting,  ordered  Wm.  Osgood,  Andrew-  Greele,  John 
Clough  have  full  power  to  farm  and  lay  out  the  cow  common  Mch.  13, 
1670-1. 

In  1677  he  was  appointed  to  view  and  seal  leather. 

As  giving  a  little  idea  of  his  financial  standing,  the  records 
say  that  Dec.  25,  1650,  Wm.  Webster  made  a  tax  rate  for  Sals- 
bury, the  whole  amount  of  taxes  being  £30.  The  highest 
single  tax  was  £1  3s.,  and  Andrew's  share  was  six  shillings. 

The  inhabitants  of  Haverhill,  about  1665,  seem  to  have  been 
much  troubled  for  want  of  sufficient  mill  accommodations,  as 
the  town  records  of  that  date  say  "that  taking  into  considera- 
tion that  the  corn  mill  now  in  Haverill  is  not  sufficient  to 
answer  the  towns  end  for  to  grind  the  towns  corn"  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  treat  with  John  Osgood  and  Andrew 
Greele,  the  owners  of  the  mill,  "to  know  whether  they  will 
maintain  a  sufficient  mill  or  mills  for  to  answer  the  end  of  the 
town."  In  case  the  owners  should  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  it, 
the  committee  were  empowered  "  to  agree  with  any  other  men 
that  will  build  and  maintain  a  sufficient  mill  or  mills  that  will 
answer  the  end  of  the  town  for  to  grind  the  towns  corn  suffi- 
ciently."    This  action  on  the  part  of  the  town  had  the  desired 
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effect.     An  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  committee  by 
Bartholomew  Heath  and  Andrew  Greele  to  the  following  effect : 
"  First  to  repair  the  mill  that  now  is  by  Sept.  next  &  if  this  mill 
proves  insufficient  to  answer  the  towns  end,  then  to  build  another 
by  Sept.  following ;   &  so  to  keep  &  maintain  from  time  to  time 
a  sufficient  corn  mill  or  mills,  suitable  for  all  sorts  of  grain  that 
the  inhabitants  of  Haverill  shall  have  occasion  to  grind.     And 
also  to  keep  a  sufficient  skilful  miller  or  millers  such  as  the  town 
shall  approve  of  from  time  to  time  ;   and  further  do  engage  to 
provide  good  millstones,  and  convenient   room  for  the   laying  of 
the  bags,  with  sufficient  housing  with  lock  &  key.    And  also  we  do 
engage  not  to  grind  for  any  other  town  or  towns  to  the  hindrance 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Haverill."      In  consideration  of  the  above, 
the  town  agreed  that  Heath  and  Greele  should  "  have  so  much 
privilege  of  the  land  in  the  road  on  both  sides  of  the  brook  at 
the  end  of  Michael  Emerson's  lot  as   may  be  convenient  to   set 
another  mill  on  or  any  other  place  on  the  towns  land.     And  also 
we  do  engage  that  no  other  man  shall  set  up  a  mill  or  mills  upon 
any  land  that  is  the  towns  with  any  order  from  the  town."      The 
agreement  was  dated  Nov.  4,  1665. 

The  town  still  continued  to  be  troubled  about  a  corn  mill,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  following  record  of  a  special  town  meeting 
held  Sept.  17,  1669  :  ''This  meeting  being  warned  to  take  some 
order  about  a  corn  mill,  the  town  being  wholly  destitute  of  any, 
Andrew  Greele  in  whose  hands  the  mill  was,  being  about  to 
carry  on  a  mill  at  the  East  meadow  river,  upon  the  motion  & 
desire  of  the  town,  did  promise  to  take  the  frame  down  at  the 
little  river  and  bring  it  up  and  raise  it  at  the  place  where  the 
former  mill  was;  (on  Mill  Brook)  many  of  the  inhabitants  at 
the  same  time  promising  to  allow  him  freely  some  help  towards 
the  taking  the  frame  down  &  raising  it  again." 

At  the  town  meeting  in  1675,  Michael  Emerson  was  chosen 
"  to  view  and  seal  all  leather  "  in  the  town.  In  1677  he  "  com- 
plained," and  Andrew  Greele  was  joined  with  him.  What  he 
complained  of  is  not  known,  but  the  probability  is  that  the  duties 
were  not  very  pleasant,  and  that  he  adopted  the  modern  remedy, 
division  of  responsibility. 

At  the  town  meeting  in  16S3  the  subject  of  corn  mill  accom- 
modations again  came  up,   and  we  find   the  following:    "The 
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town  being  sensible  of  their  great  suffering  for  want  of  another 
mill  to  grind  their  corn,  the  mill  of  Andrew  Greele's  not  being 
able  to  supply  them  or  to  grind  their  corn  as  it  ought  to  be  done 
did  send  to  Andrew  Greelee  to  treat  with  him  &  proposed  to 
him  the  building  of  another  who  then  did  refuse  to  accept  of  the 
proposition  and  declared  before  the  town  that  he  knew  there 
was  a  necessity  for  the  town  to  have  another  corn  mill  &  that  he 
was  not  at  all  against  their  having  of  one  set  up,  provided  it  be  set 
upon  any  other  brook  or  stream  &  not  upon  that  brook  which 
his  mill  stands  upon." 

In  1696  the  town  gave  Samuel  Currier  and  Joseph  Greele 
permission  to  build  a  gristmill  at  East  Meadow  River,  and 
allowed  them  ten  acres  of  land  for  their  accommodation  and 
encouragement.  They  did  not,  however,  build  that  year,  but 
did  soon  after.  It  was  located  about  one  fourth  of  a  mile  from 
the  mouth  of  the  stream. 

In  1669  the  following  vote  was  passed  at  town  meeting : 
"The  town,  by  a  major  vote,  did  make  choice  of  Andrew 
Greele  Sen.  to  keep  the  ferry  at  Haverill  ;  provided  he  will 
agree  and  earn-  over  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  town  of  Merrimack  (Bradford)  over  against  us,  for 
three  pence  an  horse,  and  a  penny  a  man ;  and  that  he  will 
carry  all  ministers  over  free  that  come  upon  visitation  to  us,  and 
in  particular  Mr.  Symmes,  &  that,  if  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  over  against  us  do  come  over  to  meet  with  us  on  the  sab- 
bath days  they  shall  have  the  free  use  of  the  ferry  boat,  or  boats, 
for  the  occasion  without  paying  anything."  They  also  stipulated 
that  he  should  pay  the  former  ferry  man  (Mr.  Simonds)  forty 
shillings.  Mr.  Symmes  was  the  Rev.  Zachariah  Symmes, 
minister  at  Bradford,   Mass. 

While  living  at  Haverhill  he  went  bonds  for  his  son  Benja- 
min, who,  dying,  leaving  his  debts  unpaid,  his  father  was  obliged 
to  sell  his  property  at  Haverhill,  and  in  March,  1691,  he  returned 
to  Salisbury,  and  went  to  live  with  his  son  Andrew,  and  there 
he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  following  depositions 
are  on  file  in  the  Essex  County  records  : —

and  some  time  after  the  death  of  the  said  Benjamin  Greele  Capt  Wain- 
wright sued  the  said  Andrew  Greele  and  Joseph  Greele  for  the  said  debt 
and  the  said  Andrew  Greele  did  sell  his  dwelling  house  and  land  and  corn 
mill  to  Capt  W.  to  dischg  the  sd  debt  as  the  said  Andrew  Greele  informed 
him  at  the  time

In  the  Essex  Court  Records  Vol.  L,  page  49,  there  is  a  deposi- 
tion made  by  Andrew  Greele  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  dated  March 
7,  1 69 1.  In  this  deposition  he  says  he  is  seventy-four  years  old 
or  thereabouts.  This  is  the  only  date  to  be  found  that  gives  an 
approximate  date  of  his  birth. 

Neither  the  church  nor  town  records  of  Salisbury  offer  any 
clue  as  to  the  name  of  Andrew's  wife  before  marriage,  beyond 
the  fact  that  her  name  was  Mary ;  but  the  following  deed  re- 
corded in  the  Old  Norfolk  County  Records  prove  conclusively 
that  her  name  was  Moyse.  It  has  been  published  that  her  name 
was  Goldwyer,  and  the  inference  was  probably  drawn  from 
an  old  deed  in  Norfolk  County  Records,  Vol.  II,  page  231,  in 
which  Andrew  mentions    his  brother-in-law  George  Goldwyer. 
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George  Golclwyer  was  not  a  brother  of  Andrew's  wife,  but  he 
married  Martha  Moyse,  a  sister  of  Mary  Moyse  (Andrew's  wife).

Philip  Greele  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  before 
Captain  Bradbury,  military  commander  of  Salisbury,  Dec.  5, 1677. 
In  1690  his  name  is  entered  as  Freeman.  Records  in  the  Regis- 
ter of  Deeds  show  that  he  bought  and  sold  many  pieces  of  land 
in  Salisbury,  and  that  he  also  owned  portions  of  small  vessels 
which  were  built  there.  At  a  division  of  land  May  iS,  16S1,  he 
received  Lot  No.  37,  containing  twelve  acres.  He  was  surveyor 
of  highways  in  16S2,  16S3,  and  16S4,  but  aside  from  this  does 
not  seem  to  have  filled  town  offices. 

In  the  old  cemetery  at  East  Salisbury  (near  the  road  leading 
to  the  beach)  are  the  gravestones  of  Philip  and  his  wife.     They 
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are  the  oldest  Greele  gravestones  in  existence,  and  were,  in 
1S93,  in  a  good  state  of  preservation,  and  perfectly  legible. 
They  read  as  follows  : —

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Philip  Greele  of  Salsbury  in  the  Co 
of  Essex  in  the  Province  of  the  Mass  Bay  that  being  under  bodilv  week- 
ness  but  of  clear  mind  and  memory  do  make  and  constitute  this  to  be  my 
last  will  and  testament. 

1st  I  commend  my  soul  to  God  the  Christ  in  hope  of  eternal  salvation 
by  the  merit  of  my  ever  blessed  redeemer,  and  my  body  to  the  dust  to  be 
decently  buried  in  hopes  of  a  blessed  resurrection  ;  and  for  the  allottment 
of  my  temporal  estate  which  God  has  graciously  given  me  I  do  give,  de-

Finally  I  do  make  ordain  and  constitute  my  son  Jonathan  Greele  to  be 
sole  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  to  whom  I  furthermore 
give  all  my  stock  of  whatever  kind  except  the  aforesaid  two  cows,  given

Henry  Ambrose  and  Andrew  Greelee,  borderers  upon  the  partition  line 
of  N.  Hampr  Mass  and  prisoners  for  refusing  to  pay  their  several  taxes 
at  Hampton  prayed  to  be  heard  at  the  board,  and  being  admitted,  humbly 
moved  for  a  release  from  the  Imprisomt 

Ordered  that  they  be  discharged,  first  giving  bonds  with  a  suretv  to 
pay  their  several  rates  for  which  they  are  now  imprisoned  or  deliver  up 
their  persons  to  the  Governt  when  demanded.  They  gave  bond  accord- 
ingly as  on  file 

Richard  Waldrox  Clcr  Com. 

This  was  caused,  not  because  he  would  not  pay  his  taxes,  but 
because  having  once  paid  them  in  Massachusetts,  he  did  not 
desire  to  pay  again  in  Xew  Hampshire,  the  trouble  being  caused 
by  the  disputed  boundary  line  between  Massachusetts  and  Xew 
Hampshire. 

He  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  before  Captain 
Bradbury,  military  commander  of  Salisbury,  Dec.  17,  1677. 
Was  made  a  Freeman  in  1690.     By  trade  he  was  a  miller. 

He  was  highway  surveyor  in  1677,  16S3-4,  and  appointed 
constable  Jan.  7,  167S-9.  He  and  Benjamin  Stevens  were 
ordered  March  13,  167S-9,  to  clear  the  great  neck,  leading  from 
the  beach  shore,  of  cattle.

Mr.  Winsley  was  by  trade  a  cordwainer,  and  evidently  a 
scholar,  for  in  1674,  at  a  meeting  of  the  prudential  men,  it  was 
ordered  that  Ephraim  Winsley  shall  have  £10  a  year  allowed 
him  out  of  a  town  rate,  and  3s.  for  everyone  that  learns  to  read, 
and  4s.  for  everyone  that  learns  to  write  and  read  during  the 
term  of  one  year.  The  said  Ephraim  Winsley  constantly  attend- 
ing the  service,  and  refusing  none  of  the  town  children  that  shall 
be  sent  to  him  to  be  taught.  He  was  surveyor  of  fences  in 
1674,  and  sealer  of  leather  in  1675.  He  died  "intestate,  and  ad- 
ministration on  his  estate  was  granted  his  son  Samuel  ;  but  he 
dying  before  he  had  accomplished  the  trust,  administration  was 
granted  his  daughter,  Elizabeth  Winsley,  Sept.  4,  17 10.

He  was  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  in  1677,  and  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance  December  nth  of  that  year.  In  1694  the  town  offered 
four  acres  of  land  to  anyone  who  would  erect  a  mill,  and  Joseph 
Greele  and  Joseph  Peasley  accepted  the  offer.  Mr.  Greele, 
some  years  before,  had  partly  finished  a  dam  on  the  East 
Meadow  Brook,  but  being  unable  to  bear  the  expense,  he  was 
obliged  to  leave  it.  Greele  and  Peaslee  having  failed  to  build 
the  mill,  in  1696  the  town  gave  Samuel  Currier  and  Mr.  Greele 
permission  to  build,  and  allowed  them  the  use  of  ten  acres  of 
land  for  their  accommodation  and  encouragement.  But  it  seems 
that  they  did  not  make  much  progress  that  year,  for  Peter  Patie 
applied  to  the  town  the  next  spring  for  the  same  privilege.  The 
town  refused  Patie  because  they  were  already  under  obligations 
to  Currier  and  Greele,  who  soon  after  erected  the  mill.  It  was 
located  many  years  at  a  place  known  as  Johnson's  Mill,  about 
one  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  mouth  of  the  stream.  It  was  the 
first  mill  erected  anywhere  on  the  stream.  He  sold  his  share  of 
the  mill  about  1703  to  John  Currier,  son  of  Samuel,  his  partner 
in  the  enterprise. 

He  remained  in  Haverhill  as  late  as  1742,  for  Nov.  13,  i742i 
he  and  his  wife  Martha  sold  Thomas  Cottle  land  in  Haverhill, 
and  in  this  deed  he  claims  Haverhill  as  a  residence.  From

I,  Jonathan  Greele  in  the  Co.  of  Essex 
in  the  Prov  of  the  Mass  Bay  in  New  England,  yeoman,  being  in  good 
health  and  perfect  mind  and  memory,  but  not  knowing  how  soon  my 
change  may  come  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in 
manner  following,  viz:  First  of  all,  I  commit  my  soul  to  God  in  Christ, 
my  blessed  Savior,  and  my  body  to  the  dust  to  be  decently  buried  by  my 
executors  in  hopes  of  a  blessed  resurrection  to  life  eternal  and  as  to  my 
temporal  estate,  I  do  demise  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  followeth  viz: 
First,  my  will  is  that  all  my  debts  and  funeral  charges  be  duly  paid  by 
my  executors;  and  secondly,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sons  David  & 
Samuel,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  for- 
ever, all  my  homestead  on  which  I  now  live.  In  which  division  my  son 
Samuel  shall  have  about  4  A.  at  the  upper  end  next  the  street,  between 
my  home  and  Wm  Allen's  land,  and  to  be  run  down  over  the  first  * 
with  the  barn  and  old  house  thereupon,  and  appurtenances;  and  my  son 
David  shall  have  as  much  land  adjoining  to  his  to  run  down  from  the 
street  by  the  wall  to  the  lower  end  of  raj  pasture  at  the  ferry  road.

He  was  a  bricklayer  by  trade.  March  27,  1736,  he  bought  of  Richard 
and  Daniel  Bartlett,  of  Haverhill,  two  hundred  acres  in  Nottingham 
West,  bordering  on  one  side  on  the  Merrimac  River;  and  between  this 
date  and  Nov.  13,  1742,  probably  removed  there  to  live.  At  the  latter 
date  he  sold  Thomas  Cottle,  of  Salisbury,  Mass.,  forty-five  acres  in 
Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  the  buildings  thereon.

In  1 75 1  the  town  disposed  of  what  land  remained  to  the 
proprietors,  and  Joseph  Greele  asked  for  land  enough  to  build  a 
wharf,  fifty  feet  long,  between  Richard  Hazzen's  grant  and 
Captain  Eastman's  wharf,  which  was  granted.

Item;  I  give  unto  my  sister  Mary  Honeyford,  the  sum  of  £3.  money, 
to  be  paid  one  year  after  my  decease  by  said  Samuel  Greele. 

Item;  I  give  unto  my  brother  Moses  Greele,  the  sum  of  £6.  money  to 
be  paid  in  one  year  after  my  decease  by  said  Samuel  Greele. 

Item;  I  give  unto  my  cousin  Ruth  Honeyford,  the  daughter  of  James 

Hutchins,  the  sum  of  £ money,  to  be  paid  by  said  Samuel  Greele  in 

one  year  after  my  decease. 

Item;  I  give  unto  the  children  of  my  sister  Hannah  Bradbury,  de- 
ceased, the  sum  of  £5.  to  be  divided  among  them  in  the  following  manner,

Tradition  says  that  Moses,  Jr.,  was  accidentally  killed  by  the  dis- 
charge of  a  gun  in  the  hands  of  his  brother  Seth,  who  did  not  know  it 
was  loaded.  Seth  was  never  known  to  handle  a  gun  afterwards,  and  as 
long  as  he  lived  the  report  of  one  always  brought  terror  to  his  feelings. 

He  moved  from  Haverhill  to  Hudson  between  1745  and  174S.  In  1761 
he  moved  to  Augusta,  Me.,  taking  his  sons,  Seth  and  Joseph,  with  him. 
He  received  from  the  Plymouth  Co.,  October  9,  1765,  grant  of  lot  No.  24  at 
Cushnoc  (now  Augusta),  containing  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres.  He 
and  his  son  Seth  occupied  a  log  hut  on  what  is  now  called  the  Arsenal 
lot.  He  removed  first  to  Winthrop,  Me.,  then  in  17S3  to  Sandy  River. 
He  finally  removed  to  Phillips,  Me.,  and  remained  there  until  his  death. 
He  was  appointed  deer  reeve  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  town  of  Hallowell, 
held  at  Fort  Western,  May  22,  1771.  The  country  was  new,  and  no  stated 
church  meetings  were  held,  but  he  being  a  religious  man  would  read 
sermons  to  the  people  assembled.  When  he  prayed  he  always  stood  up 
behind  his  chair,  and  also  did  so  when  the  blessing  was  asked  at  the  table-

He  was  a  farmer  and  lived  at  North  Yarmouth,  Me.  He  was  the  first 
person  killed  in  that  vicinity  at  the  time  of  the  Indian  war.  As  he  was 
passing  early  one  morning  from  one  garrison  house  to  another  (about 
a  mile),  he  was  shot  from  an  ambush.  The  number  of  Indians  together 
at  this  time  were  supposed  to  be  thirty  at  least.  They  had  lined  the  fence 
by  which  he  had  to  pass,  and  would  probably  have  done  him  no  injury  at 
that  time,  had  not  his  dog  discovered  them.  This  discovery  frustrated 
their  main  design,  which  was  to  take  the  garrison  to  which  he  was  going 
as  soon  as  the  men  who  belonged  to  it  had  gone  out  to  their  work.

He  was  elected  parish  clerk  of  Brentwood,  N.  H-,  in  March.  1S65,  and 
for  the  last  time,  as  appears  by  the  record  of  the  town,  March,  17S2, 
which  was  probably  about  the  time  he  removed  to  Gilmanton,  N.  H.

Colonel  Jonathan  kept  a  tavern,  and  there  was  the  place  where 
were  assembled  all  meetings  of  any  importance  in  the  town. 
Four  roads  met  in  Kingston.  One  pair  running  north  and  south,  the 
other  east  and  west.  On  the  latter,  one  fourth  of  a  mile  west  of  the 
corners,  was  the  colonel's  hotel.  It  stood  on  the  north  side  of  the  road. 
In  front,  undulating  fields  sloped  up  to  the  top  of  the  low  wooded  hills 
on  the  south,  while  to  the  north  they  gradually  declined  a  mile  away  to 
the  low  bottom  land.  For  fifty  rods  in  front  of  the  house  the  road  is 
level,  beginning  a  descent  to  the  eastern  valley  by  the  great  rock,  and 
to  the  westward  by  the  old  burying  place.  On  this  road  the  old  pro- 
prietors tried  the  speed  of  their  horses  after  town  meeting.  West  of  the 
house  was  the  orchard.  The  house  itself  was  a  large  two-story  building, 
eaves  to  the  road,  built  in  the  style  peculiar  to  those  days.  Two  square 
rooms  in  front ;  the  southeast  one  the  barroom.  Along  dining  hall  or 
kitchen  in  the  rear,  and  behind  was  a  dairy  or  cook  room.  There  was  a 
long,  unfinished  hall  upstairs  over  the  dining  room,  filled  with  beds  for 
lodgers;  and  in  front  two  furnished  chambers.  The  barroom  and  din- 
ing hall  were  ceiled  with  white  pine  boards,  but  the  parlor  and  chamber 
walls  were  hung  with  rich  paper.  The  house  was  built  over  many  years 
ago,  but  the  same  materials  were  used ;  and  not  many  years  ago  the 
doors,  windows,  and  casings  were  the  same  as  when  Colonel  Greeley, 
John  Page,  Dr.  Bartlett,  and  Jeremy  Webster  first  assembled  at  the  pro- 
prietors meetings. 

That  Colonel  Greeley's  services  were  appreciated  by  his  townsmen  is 
shown  by  an  entry  in  the  town  books  under  date  of  April  29,  1773  : 
"Voted  to  give  Col.  Greeley  for  services  done  the  proprietors,  125  A.  of 
land  in  the  N.  E.  corner  of  the  township  to  begin  at  the  said  X.  E.  corner 
and  to  run  S.  on  the  line  of  said  town  290  rods,  thence  W.  69  rods, 
thence  N.  290  rods  to  the  northerly  line  of  the  town,  thence  E.  on  said 
line  69  rods  to  said  N.  E.  corner.  Also  voted  to  pay  him  for  obtaining 
a  new  charter  £6  14s." 

In  "Journal  of  House,"  published  in  New  Hampshire  records,  it  is 
recorded  Jan.  4,  1755,  "Muster  rolls  allowed  Jonathan  Greeley  for  him- 
self and  20  troopers  £60  is.  Sd." 

He  was  one  of  the  grantees  of  the  town  of  Acworth,  X.  H.,  and  one  of 
the  petitioners  for  the  town  of  Warner,  N.  H.  He  was  appointed  select- 
man, 1764-6;  assessor  and  auditor,  1763-71;  moderator,  1764-6-7,  71-2; 
and  surveyor,  1767  and  1772. 
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From  New  Hampshire  Historical  Collections,  Vol.  VII :  — 

When  the  tide  of  battle  was  rolling  through  the  South  and  Gen. 
Greene  was  winning  glory  fighting  with  Gen.  Cornwallis,  John  Balsh, 
who  still  rode  post,  brought  the  news  that  our  great  committee  of  safety 
were  trying  Col.  Jonathan,  one  of  the  old  proprietors,  for  practices  inim- 
acle  to  the  country.  The  citizens  were  greatly  aroused  by  the  intelli- 
gence, for  Col.  G.  had  been  one  of  their  best  patrons.  But  when  they 
learned  that  he  had  been  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  give  a  bond  for 
his  behavior  toGen'l  Folsom  and  confined  to  his  own  house  and  a  certain 
portion  of  the  highway  So  rods  or  so  in  length,  limited  by  the  flag  staff 
on  the  E.  and  the  burying  ground  on  the  W.  they  were  almost  as  much 
excited  as  when  they  heard  of  Gen'l  Stark's  great  victory  at  Bennington. 
But  Col.  G-  did  not  long  remain  in  confinement.  He  had  good  friends 
on  the  committee  and  they  well  remembered  what  a  fine  fellow  he  was, 
as  mine  host  in  old  E.  Kingston,  and  they  soon  let  him  off  easy.

At  one  time  he  bought  a  little  negro  slave,  two  years  old,  of  the  name 
of  Enos,  and  kept  him  until  he  was  twenty-two  years  old,  when  he  gave 
him  his  liberty.  Enos  married  and  had  a  son  whom  he  named  Samuel 
Greeley.  He  was  one  of  the  grantees  of  the  town  of  Boyle,  X.  II.,  under 
date  of  Dec.  30,  17.52,  but  as  far  as  can  be  learned  neither  he  nor  his  asso- 
ciates settled  in  the  town  or  vicinity,  owing  to  the  then  great  trouble  with 
the  Indians.     The  territory  was  afterwards  called  Gilsum. 

He  was  elected  clerk  in  1747  and  again  in  1749;  and  from  that  time  to 
17S2  held  the  office  every  year  excepting  1777,  when  his  son  Samuel  was 
elected  clerk.  He  was  representative  to  the  General  Court  to  represent 
Nottingham,  Dunstable  and  Litchfield  in  1762,  and  probably  at  other  times, 
but  the  election  of  representative  was  not  recorded  on  the  Hudson  records 
after  1762.  He  was  last  taxed  in  Hudson  Dec.  4,  17S5,  but  after  17S2  the 
tax  was  very  small  and  he  was  probably  taxed  in  those  years  as  a  non- 
resident. 

The  first  gristmill  w-hich  he  built  was  at  Barnes'  Falls,  lot  15.  4th 
range,  being  one  of  the  lots  drawn  for  mills.  He  was  selectman  of  Hud- 
son 1745-47  (1750-57),  i759-(6i-63),  66  and  79.  He  was  one  of  the  original 
grantees  of  township  No.  2  (now  Wilton,  N.  H.)  from  the  Masonian 
proprietors  as  per  their  grant  dated  June  16,  1749,  and  one  of  the  early 
settlers  in  the  town.  It  is  said  that  he  furnished  the  means  for  building 
the  first  gristmill  in  the  town.  He  settled  in  the  southwest  part  of  the 
town,  and  the  records,  whenever  speaking  of  him,  call  him  Major.  He 
signed  the  Association  Test  June  3,  1776.

He  received  from  his  father  a  lot  of  land  in  Nottingham  West,  N.  H., 
but  did  not  go  there  to  live.  He  was  sergeant  in  the  Third  Fort  Com- 
pany of  Haverhill  under  Captain  Colby,  which  marched  on  the  alarm  of 
April  19,  1775,  from  the  town  of  Haverhill  to  Cambridge.  He  traveled 
seventy  miles  out  and  home  and  was  six  days  in  the  service,  receiving 
for  wages  and  travel  16s.  id. 

In  October,  1796,  the  East  Parish  of  Haverhill  invited.Rev.  Isaac  Tomp- 
kins to  settle  among  them,  but  there  being  a  question  whether  there  was  a 
regular  church  in  the  parish,  it  was  deemed  best  to  begin  anew,  and  a  coun- 
cil was  called  Jan.  11,  1797,  and  in  the  minutes  of  the  council  is  the  fol- 
lowing :  "  Therefore  impressed  with  the  solem'nity  of  the  transaction  and 
conceiving  ourselves  duly  authorized,  we  do  constitute  and  declare  Elias 
Johnson,  Ephraim  Eliot,  Joseph  Greeley  and  Samuel  Woodward  a  regular 
church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Essex  Probate,  Vol.  CCCLXXXVI,  page  207  :— 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Joseph  Greeley  of  Haverill  in  the  Co. 
of  Essex,  yeoman,  being  in  usual  health  through  divine  goodness,  and  of 
sound  memory,  though  in  advanced  age,  make  this  my  last  will  and  testa- 
ment.

each,  to  be  paid  them  at  my  decease  by  my  son  Clement  Greeley. 

Item.  I  give  my  son  Joseph  Greeley  $100,  to  be  paid  him  i  year  after 
my  decease  by  my  son  Clement  Greeley. 

Item.  I  give  my  granddaughter  Sophie  Sanders  i  Bed,  bedstead  and 
i  part  of  all  the  bedding  which  I  shall  leave. 

Item.  I  give  my  grandson  Benj.  R.,  son  to  Stephen  Greeley,  4  good 
sheep.  ' 

Item.  I  give  my  granddaughter  Mary  Greeley,  dau  to  Jonathan 
Greeley,  1  Case  of  Drawers  and  1  Table. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Clement  Greeley,  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever,  all  my  land  and  buildings  and  moreover  whatever  other 
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property  I  have  of  whatever  name  or  nature  and  wherever  found,  I  give 
also  to  the  said  Clement  which  is  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  this  will. 

Lastly  to  the  full  and  faithful  execution  of  this  my  last  will  and  test- 
ament, I  confirm  and  appoint  my  son  Clement  Greeley.

He  kept  a  fire  that  was  always  bright,  and 
a  loggerhead  that  was  always  hot,  and  was  so  genial  that  travelers  liked 
to  stop  with  him,  and  his  neighbors,  on  cold  winter  days,  to  come  in  to 
gossip,  hear  the  news  and  discuss  politics.  He  and  his  wife  were  bap- 
tized and  received  into  the  church  Aprrl  19,  176S.  He  was  a  sergeant  at 
Bunker  Hill,  and  was  also  in  General  Washington's  army  in  New  York.

He  and  Nathaniel  Davis  (No.  171)  moved  from  Winthrop,  Me.,  to  the 
then  uninhabited  wilderness  (now  Farmington,  Me.)  in  May,  1781. 

Their  first 
abiding  place  was  a  temporary  camp,  which  had  to  answer  their  purpose 
until  he  could  build  a  more  substantial  home.

Aaron  Greeley,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  commenced  the  first  farm  on 
what  is  known  as  Sugar  Hill,  Hopkinton,  N.  H.  He  packed  on  foot  fifty 
miles,  seeds,  fruit,  slips,  etc.,  for  starting  a  farm.  He  placed  about  the 
farm  a  stone  wall,  which  was  laid  so  deep  in  the  ground  and  so  well  that 
it  stood  as  firmly  a  few  years  ago  as  it  ever  did.  Being  a  man  of  educa- 
tion for  those  days  and  a  surveyor  by  trade,  he  was  of  great  value  to  him- 
self and  neighbors  in  their  new  home.  He  was  a  member  of  the  first 
legislature  of  New  Hampshire,  and  one  of  the  members  who  were 
locked  in  the  court  house  for  three  days  and  nights  to  devise  wavs  and 
means  for  the  coming  conflict  with  England  (the  Revolutionarv  War). 
During  the  Revolutionary  War  he  was  helping  to  protect  homes  from 
the  Indians,  while  his  wife  was  struggling  in  their  home  doing  what  she 
could,  keeping  fires  burning  on  their  hearth,  spinning  and  weaving  all 
night  or  whatever  else  she  could  think  of  to  make  a  noise,  that  there 
might  seem  to  be  many  others  about  the  house.  Sometimes  the  neigh- 
boring women  would  stay  with  her  and  they  would  have  things  to  pro- 
tect themselves  against  the  Indians  should  they  be  molested. 

He  signed  the  Association  Test  at  Hopkinton,  X.  II.,  in  1776.  He  re- 
moved from  Kingston  to  Hopkinton  in  1765.  He  was  very  prominent  in 
politics,  being  the  first  representative  of  the  town  under  the  constitution  in 
1784.  He  was  also  representative  in  1786;  town  clerk,  1792-1S03:  select- 
man, 1771-S2-6-9  and  1791  to  1S06;  member  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  in  1791.  He  was  publicly  known  as  Captain  Greeley. 
His  death  was  very  sudden.  Whilst  arranging  his  carriage  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  his  daughter  Susanna,  he  fell  in  a  fit  and  was  carried  into 
the  house  dead.

Ensign  Andrew  Pettengill  moved  to  Salisbury  about  1769.  He  owned 
considerable  property  about  South  Road  Village,  and  built  a  two-story 
frame  house.  It  is  said  that  it  was  the  first  tw-o-story  frame  house  built 
between  the  rivers.  This  house  was  the  Pettengill  Tavern ;  the  first 
public  house  in  town.  The  town  meetings,  and  public  and  religious 
gatherings,  were  for  many  years  held  there.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by 
trade,  undoubtedly  the  first  in  the  settlement,  the  shop  standing  west  of 
his  dwelling.  He  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill;  was  second 
lieutenant  in  Capt.  Peter  Kimball's  Company  at  the  Battle  of  Bennington, 
and  was  wounded  in  the  leg,  from  the  efiects  of  which  he  died  soon  after 
his  return  home.

In  1766,  at  a  town  meeting  at  New  Castle,  Me.,  he  and  James  Shep- 
pard,  who  lived  at  the  head  of  the  tide,  were  authorized  to  see  that  the 
fish  have  a  free  passage  up  the  river.  In  1770  and  1774  he  was  on  the 
road  committee.  May  30,  1775,  he  was  one  of  a  committee  to  go  to  in- 
spect into  all  matters  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  Congress.  In  1777  he 
was  appointed  on  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  March  16,  177S,  on  the 
Committee  of  Inspection.  After  leaving  Massachusetts,  he  stopped  first 
at  Alna,  Me.,  and  settled  on  Dyer's  Neck,  so  called.  There  he  remained 
till  about  17S5,  when  he  removed  to  Palermo.  Me.  The  following  inci- 
dent was  related  to  Rev.  Mr.  P>owler  by  his  mother:  "An  old  Mrs. 
Brown  had  a  quilting,  and  many  were  invited  to  this  old-fashioned  social 
gathering.  Of  course,  Tacob  Greelev  and  wife  w_ere  of  the  party.  When 
the  time  arrived  for  new  rum.  grog  and  toddy  to  be  circulated  amoig  the 
guests,    grandfather   was  asked,   'And   what  will  you   have?'     With   a 
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stern  look,  but  with  courteous  words  he  answered,  'I  will  have  neither; 
give  it  to  the  hogs.'"  This  was  long  before  anv  temperance  societies 
existed,  and  many  years  before  the  Maine  Prohibitory  Law,  yet  the  strict 
old  gentleman  would  not  give  any  countenance  to  such  practices.

John  P.  never  married.  He  joined  an  expedition  to  the  Western 
country  about  1S20,  and  was  never  heard  from  afterwards. 

At  the  age  of  six  years  Samuel's  father  moved  to  Brentwood,  N.  If.  He 
went  to  Gilmanton,  N.  H.,  and  commenced  working  on  his  land  in  1771, 
and  erected  his  buildings  and  a  saw-mill,  when  his  nearest  neighbor  on 
the  west  was  six  miles  distant,  and  when  no  road  was  laid  out  within  two 
miles  of  his  farm.  He  was  engaged  in  town  business  at  an  early  age, 
and  was  chosen  selectman  of  the  town  in  1779  and  17S0,  and  representa- 
tive to  the  state  legislature  in  1794,  1795  and  1S09.  It  was  partly  through 
his  application  and  instrumentalitv  that  the  charter  of  Gilmanton  Acad- 
emy was  obtained.  Whilst  a  representative  in  1S09,  he  procured  a  grant  of 
land  for  the  academy  in  the  township  of  Bethlehem  (which  was  after- 
wards sold  for  $4,500).  and  $500  toward  furnishing  the  court  room  after 
the  first  academy  building  was  burned.  He  became  a  man  of  influence 
and  property.  He  was  one  of  the  original  trustees  of  Gilmanton  Acad- 
emy, chartered  June  20,  1794,  which  office  he  held  until  his  death.  His 
will,  made  May  20,  1S24,  was  probated  July  6.  1824.  His  widow's,  made 
March  1,  1S34,  was  probated  Sept.  14,  1835.

He  moved  his  family  to  Wentworth  about  1775,  although  he  spent  con- 
siderable of  his  time  there  before  that  date.  He  acted  as  survevor  in 
measuring  oft  land,  and  in  establishing  the  lines  and  bounds.  Probably 
no  person  did  more  than  he  in  procuring  settlers  in  the  town,  and  in  aid- 
ing and  assisting  the  early  emigrants.  Upon  the  organization  of  the 
town  in  1779,  and  in  the  year  that  followed,  he  filled  most  of  the  impor- 
tant offices.  He  was  chosen  its  first  representative  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  Exeter  in  17S1,  and  soon  after  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  judges 
of  the  inferior  court  for  the  county  of  Grafton.  He  was  commonly 
known  as  Major  Enoch  Page.

Adams,  of  Newburvport.  As  an  incident  of  the  times  and  a  relic  of  those 
days  that  tried  men's  souls,  the  following  incident  is  recorded  :  When 
the  postman  came  around  to  convey  letters  from  the  inhabitants  of 
Kingston,  as  well  as  any  little  necessaries  from  their  friends  to  the 
soldiers  in  the  service,  Mrs.  S.  sent  to  her  husband  some  green  beans, 
with  a  piece  of  pork  to  cook  with  them,  and  some  Indian  meal  to  make 
him  a  pudding,  while  his  little  daughter,  six  years  old,  picked  him  a  pint 
of  berries  to  put  in  it,  which  he  gratefully  received,  while  the  soldiers 
stood  looking  on  with  tears  in  their  eyes,  wishing  they  had  a  wife  or 
children  to  send  them  a  like  present.  Mr.  S.  was  taken  sick  with  the 
camp  disease,  and  was  forced  to  return  home-  When  he  returned  to  his 
home  he  was  so  haggard,  pale,  and  changed  that  his  daughter  Hannah,  in 
her  fright  at  the  singular  looks  of  a  stranger,  as  she  deemed  him,  fled  and 
hid  herself  behind  a  door.

He  and  his  father  lived  on  and  occupied  the  same  farm  in  Wilton. 
He  was  a  very  prominent  and  influential  man  in  the  town.  He  signed 
the  Association  Test  June  3,  1776.  He  built  the  first  gristmill  in  Wilton 
on  the  same  place  where  one  stood  in  1S39.  The  muster  roll  of  the  com- 
pany who  turned  out  as  volunteers  from  Nottingham  West  at  the  time 
of  the  Battle  of  Lexington  has  the  names  of  Samuel  Greeley  as  captain 
and  Joseph  Greeley,  private.  In  Wilton  he  was  always  called  Captain 
Samuel  and  his  father  Major  Samuel.  In  1796  a  cavalry  company  was 
formed  at  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.,  and  he  was  one  of  the  commanders. 

At  a  celebration  in  Wilton,  in  answer  to  the  toast,  "The  Clergv  of 
Wilton,"  Rev.  N.  Whitman  said:  "This  day  is  the  anniversarv  of  an 
event  which  forty-one  years  ago  filled  this  town  with  sudden  and  deep 
mourning.  As  Capt.  Samuel  Greeley  was  on  his  way  to  attend  town 
meeting  a  decayed  tree  by  the  roadside,  struck  by  a  powerful  gust  of 
wind,  fell  and  precipitated  him  from  his  horse  to  the  ground,  a  corpse. 
By  this  providence  his  family  and  the  whole  community  were  called  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  one  who  was  highly  respected  and  greatlv  beloved. 
Captain  Greeley  was  a  man  of  public  spirit.  On  the  memorable  spot 
where  he  fell  there  now  stands  a  beautiful  marble  monument.  It  is  a 
monument  of  filial  piety  and  parental  worth.  I  offer  the  following  sen- 
timent :  The  Greeley  monument, — it  eloquently  proclaims  the  glory  of 
Wilton;  the  devotion  of  the  parents  to  the  best  welfare  of  the  children. 
and  the  gratitude  of  the  children  to  venerable  and  beloved  parents." 
His  tombstone  is  in  the  old  graveyard  at  Wilton,  and  reads  : —

He  was  a  farmer,  and  fought  at  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  Horace 
Greeley  says  of  him  in  his  Recollections  of  a  Busy  Lite:  "He  was  a 
most  excellent  man,  though  never  a  thrifty  citizen — kind,  mild,  easv 
going,  honest,  and  unambitious.  He  married  young,  and  reared  a  family 
of  thirteen  children,  of  whom  he  who  died  youngest  was  thirty  years  old, 
and  the  majority  lived  to  be  seventy.  A  devoted,  consistent,  life-long 
Christian,  originally  of  the  Baptist,  but  ultimately  of  the  Methodist  per- 
suasion, exemplary  in  deportment,  and  blameless  in  life.  I  do  not 
believe  he  ever  made  an  enemy,  and  while  he  never  held  an  office,  and  his 
property  at  no  time  worth  $2,000,  I  think  few  men  were  ever  more  sin- 
cerely esteemed  than  he  by  those  who  knew  him."

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Aaron  was  a  school  teacher  in  his  early  days;  then  he  learned  survey- 
ing, and  was  one  of  the  government  surveyors.  He  surveyed  the  division 
line  between  British  America  and  the  United  States  as  far  as  the  Lake  of 
the  Wood-.:  then  he  was  taken  sick  and  died  there  in  the  wilderness.  He 
employed  Indians  to  carry  his  chain,  so  none  but  Indians  knew  of  hi^ 
resting  place.  He  had  before  surveyed  the  division  of  many  of  the 
Western  states.  In  the  Congressional  Documents  reference  is  made  to 
Greeley's  survey  as  being  the  most  correct. 

In  the  War  of  1812—15  his  home  was  in  Detroit.  He  went  many  times 
to  carry  dispatches  to  Washington.  He  then  employed  Indians  to  go 
with  him,  as  he  felt  safer  than  with  white  men.  He  was  gone  at  the  time 
Detroit  was  surrendered  to  the  British  by  Hull.  He  returned  in  the 
night,  and  knew  the  fort  was  surrendered:  he  had  both  whites  and  In- 
dians with  him  as  guards.  He  was  seen  from  the  fort,  and  was  ordered 
to  be  fired  upon  ;  so  he  told  his  men  to  load  and  fire  as  fast  as  they  could 
(there  being  seven  of  them),  and  as  soon  as  they  tired  to  drop  down,  as 
they  would  tire  from  the  fort  when  they  saw  the  flash  from  their  guns. 
They  kept  it  up  till  daylight  appeared:  then  he  told  his  men  to  run  for 
their  lives.  The  white  men  left  him.  The  Indians  refused  to  leave  him. 
but  he  told  them  to  go  and  save  their  own  lives;  so  thev  went,  and 
Aaron  w-as  taken  prisoner  and  put  aboard  an  English  vessel;  but  his 
wife,  being  acquainted  with  the  English  general,  begged  his  release.  He 
said  he  would  release  him  on  condition  that  he  would  leave  the  British 
possessions  and  not  return  as  long  as  the  war  lasted.  She  promised  that 
he  would  not.  He,  with  his  family,  went  to  his  father's  and  remained  as 
long  as  the  war  lasted  ;  then  he  went  back  to  Canada,  and  that  was  his 
home  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

From  History  of  Detroit  by  S.  Farmer,  1SS4  : — 

There  seems  to  have  been  more  or  less  discussion  regarding  the  val- 
idity of  the  claims  of  territory  of  the  district  of  Detroit,  and  by  the  act  of 
1S07  the  claims  were  to  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  trie  surveyor 
general.  The  claims  were  surveyed  by  Aaron  Greeley,  and  his  map  is 
referred  to  on  page  158,  Volume  V,  of  the  American  State  Papers  in  con- 
nection with  the  Abraham  Cook  claim.  His  manuscript  map  was  after- 
wards engraved.  On  April  23,  1S12  (U.  S.  Laws,  Volume  II,  page  710) 
Congress  confirmed  the  claims  as  surveyed  by  Aaron  Greeley  under 
direction  of  the  surveyor  general,  making  his  survey  authority  even 
where  it  did  not  correspond  with  the  description  of  the  claims  as  con- 
firmed by  the  commissioners.  Subsequent  to  1S07  he  seems  to  have  been 
employed  by  the  governor  and  judges  as  surveyor  under  the  American 
Government  by  law  of  May   16,   1S12.

From  the  "  Annual  Obituary  Notices  of  Eminent  Persons  "  : — 
The  mother  of  Hon.  Eliphalet  Greely  was  Sarah  Prince,  a  direct  descend- 
ant of  Rev.  John  Prince,  rector  of  East  Shefford,  England,  whose  son, 
Elder  John  Prince,  born  in  1610,  emigrated  to  this  country  in  1633,  and 
settled  in  Hull,  Mass.  At  the  age  of  eighteen.  Eliphalet  entered  upon 
a  seafaring  life.  He  began  as  an  apprentice  on  board  of  one  of  his 
father's  vessels  and  rose  rapidly  until,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years,  he 
found  himself  in  full  command  of  a  ship.  He  continued  in  this  capacity 
about  eleven  years,  during  which  time  no  disaster  occurred  to  any  vessel 
he  commanded.  Having  accumulated  sufficient  property  to  justify  the 
measure,  he  left  the  quarter  deck  for  the  counting  room  and  warehouse, 
and  successfully,  for  the  remainder  of  his  life,  pursued  commercial  opera- 
tions. In  1825  the  Casco  Bank  elected  him  its  president,  which  otfice  he 
held  nearly  thirty  years.  In  1S26  he  was  appointed  by  the  governor  a<  one 
of  the  state  bank  commissioners.  In  iS34he  represented  Portland  in  the 
legislature;  and  in  1S43  he  was  elected  mayor  of  the  city.  This  latter  office 
he  held  six  successive  terms.  He  was  a  corporator  and  director  of  the 
Atlantic  &  St.  Lawrence  Railroad  Company.  He  was  treasurer  of  the 
Seaman's  Friend  Society  and  the  Portland  Manufacturing  Company.  In 
his  will  he  provided  that  after  the  death  of  his  widow  the  principal  part 
of  his  estate  should  be  applied  to  the  founding  and  endowing  of  a  high 
school  in  his  native  town,  and  a  beautiful  academy  has  been  erected, 
called  the  Greely  Institute. 

This  institution,  thus  endowed,  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  youth  of  the 
town  exclusively,  who  are  to  receive  their  tuition  free  of  expense.

Hon.  William  Pitt  Eastman  (No.  3410)  ivas  educated  at  the  famous  old 
"Gilmanton  Academy,"  and  for  years  was  one  of  its  trustees.  He 
became  a  merchant  in  Gilmanton  and  in  Boston,  and  later  carried  on  the 
manufacture  of  woolens  in  Newark,  N.  J.  He  removed  to  Georgia,  and 
in  company  with  William  E.  Dodge  of  New  York  City  became  largely 
interested  in  lands  in  the  great  pine  regions.  A  new  county  was  erected 
and  named  "  Dodge  County,"  and  the  county  seat  was  named  "  Eastman." 
Mr.  Eastman  devoted  his  means  and  energies  to  the  building  of  the  city 
with  a  zeal  never  wearying,  and  the  people  honored  him  with  many  civil 
offices.  He  donated  the  site  of  the  Court  House,  and  also  to  seven  con- 
gregations, white  and  colored,  he  gave  land  for  the  erection  of  houses  01 
worship.  He  founded  an  academy  modeled  after  Gilmanton  Academy, 
and  was  one  of  its  board  of  trustees.

Zaccheus  was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  in  Erie  County,  Pa.,  and  no 
name  associated  with  the  history  of  Wayne  township  or  with  any  other 
township  was  ever  brought  into  greater  national  prominence  than  that  of 
Greeley.  He  commenced  life  as  a  farmer  on  a  small  scale  in  Vermont, 
but  in  consequence  of  embarrassment  and  loss  of  property,  came  to  Erie 
County.  In  the  year  1S25,  he  found  a  home  in  the  wilds  of  Erie  County, 
whither  his  brothers  Benjamin  and  Leonard  had  gone  before  him.  He 
there  purchased  200  acres,  to  which  he  afterwards  added  150  more.  He 
brought  his  family  from  New  Hampshire  in  1S26.  with  the  exception  of 
Horace,  who,  being  apprenticed  at  Poultney,  Vt.,  did  not  accompany 
them.

Dr.  A.  J.  Greeley  was  for  upwards  of  forty  years  in  practice  in  Olney- 
ville,  R.  I.,  and  well  known  among  the  medical  profession  of  the  state. 
He  was  an  alumnus  of  Brown  University,  having  graduated  from  there  in 
1S4L  After  graduating  from  Brown  he  took  a  course  at  the  Harvard 
Medical  College,  leaving  that  institution  with  honors.  He  then  prac- 
ticed some  in  New  York,  but  later  removed  to  Providence.  He  was  a 
bachelor  and  possessed  antiquarian  instincts.  His  suite  of  rooms  was 
filled  with  a  miscellaneous  assortment  of  curios  gathered  during  the  last 
forty  years  of  his  life.  He  spent  a  number  of  years  in  Europe  and  Egypt, 
and  was  thoroughly  conversant  regarding  them.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  and  the  Rhode  Island  Medical 
Society.

Dr.  Moses  G.  Parker  was  a  student  of  the  Howe  School,  Billerica. 
Mass.,  and  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Mass.  He  began  reading  medicine 
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in  1S61,  and  later  attended  lectures  at  the  Long  Island  College  Hospital, 
Brooklyn,  X.  Y. ;  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York  ;  and  Har- 
vard Medical  School,  Boston  ;  the  last  named  conferring  upon  him  the 
degree  of  M.D.,  March,  1S64.  Immediately  after  graduation  he  was  ap- 
pointed physician  in  charge  of  the  Tewksbury  State  Almshouse.  He  passed 
the  Army  and  Navy  examinations,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Fifty-Seventh 
Massachusetts  Regiment  as  assistant  surgeon,  but  by  request  of  General 
Butler  was  transferred  to  Fortress  Monroe  and  was  mustered  into  service 
as  assistant  surgeon  of  the  Second  U.  S.  Colored  Cavalry  and  was  in 
engagements  at  Suffolk,  Drewry's  Bluff,  Point  of  Rocks,  Deep  Bottom, 
Chopins  Farm,  Petersburg,  and  Richmond.

He  has  been  President  of  the  Middlesex  North  District  Medical  Society, 
and  of  the  Lowell  Medical  Journal  Society;  was  a  member  of  the  Ninth 
International  Medical  Congress,  and  Necrologist  for  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts ;  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  fellow 
of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society;  is  one  of  the  staff  of  St.  Johns  and 
Lowell  General  Hospitals,  and  trustee  of  several  institutions.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  ;  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  Order  of  Colonial 
Governors.

When  about  eight  years  of  age.  Elam  accompanied  his  parents  to  Maine, 
remaining  there   until  his   majority.     In  1S39,  he  turned   his   steps  west- 
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•ward,  making  the  journey  to  Prairie  du  Chien  by  wagon  ;  thence  to 
Kceds  Landing  by  boat,  and  to  Chippewa  Falls  on  foot,  a  distance  of  90 
miles.  The  fall  of  the  same  year,  in  company  with  John  McKusick,  he 
made  a  trip  to  Prairie  du  Chien  in  a  canoe,  the  distance  being  300  miles. 
Subsequently  he  returned  to  St.  Croix  Falls,  and,  Oct.  26,  1843,  he,  John 
McKusick,  Elias  McKean  and  Colon  F.  Leach  entered  into  an  agreement 
to  build  a  sawmill  near  the  head  of  Lake  St.  Croix,  and  for  carrying  on 
the  lumber  business  in  all  its  branches.  At  this  date  no  one  thought  of 
a  town  there:  only  a  sawmill  site  was  anticipated,  and  as  they  wanted  a 
name,  by  proposal  of  McKusick,  it  was  called  Stillwater,  by  reason  of  the 
stillness  of  the  water  in  the  lake.  April  3,  1844,  the  first  log  was  sawed 
in  this,  the  first  mill  erected  there.  This  was  the  beginning  of  what  has 
since  become  one  of  the  greatest  lumber  manufacturing  cities  in  the 
Northwest.  Elam  was  the  first  postmaster  of  the  place.  Stillwater  Cit_ 
Hospital  was  incorporated  March  22,  1S90,  and  Mrs.  Greeley  was  one  of 
the  corporators.

In  the  fall  of  1S36  Paul  G-  w-ent  to  Savannah,  Ga.,  where  he  was  em- 
ployed as  bookkeeper  till  the  spring  of  1S43.  when  he  accepted  the  situation 
of  bookkeeper  and  general  assistant  in  the  Hazard  Powder  Company's 
Works  at  Enfield.

In  early  life  Philip  Greely  entered  his  father's  counting  room  and  also 
became  secretary  of  the  Cumberland  Insurance  Company,  of  which  his 
father  was  president  He  removed  from  Portland  to  Boston  in  1631  and 
entered  the  firm  of  Dana  &  Co . ,  but  later  he  was  senior  member  of  the 
firm  of  Greely  &  Guild,  West  India  merchants.  In  1S49  President  Taylor 
appointed  him  Collector  of  the  Portof  Boston,  which  office  he  held  during 
the  administration  of  Presidents  Taylor  and  Fillmore,  but  which  he 
resigned  upon  the  election  of  President  Pierce.
